F THE FOUR FREEDOMS, for which America fought two world 
() wars, the one still farthest from attainment is freedom from fear. 
Observers of the tragic world scene today tell us that people of all 
countries are now ruled by a veritable “dictatorship of fear.” It is almost as if 
the prophecy in Luke 21:26 (Douay v.) had come to pass: “Men withering 
away for fear and expectation of what shall come upon the whole world.” 
Certain kinds of fear are necessary for the protection of the life of man: 
a wise caution in crossing the street, necessary care of health and the safety 
of one’s home and family, a just provision (looking ahead) for future needs, * 
and, above all, a wholesome fear of the Lord and His commandments. One 


must be always “careful,” but never “careless,” on the one hand, or over- 
anxious, on the other. 


Freedom from fear, like other basic freedoms, is not something, how- 
ever, that a war can win for you, or that can be “decreed” for you by some 
statesman, or given to you by any charter of government. It is something that 
must be freely exercised by a power developed within you and which, once 
developed, cannot be taken from you by any external power. Then, even as 
the pagan Horace says: "Si ruit orbis . . .” (“Should the whole world fall to 

ieces’’), you can remain confident and without panic-fear. You will always 
ve a firm foundation to stand on, even if the world itself should dis- 
integrate. 

No one better understood this panic-tendency in the heart of man than 
Jesus Christ nor warned against it more than He. And no one offered the 
Only sure remedy against it that He did. “Let not your heart be troubled. . . 
ye believe in God, believe also in Me. . .” (John 14:1.) Even while telling 
| the awful things that will accompany the ‘abomination of desolation’ (Mark 
| 13:14), He counselled, “Be ye not troubled: for such things must needs be.” 
© Christ knew well how fear can devastate the heart of man. For this 
) teason He offers us the only antidote—Himself: “Come unto Me, all ye that 
p labor and are heavy laden and I will give you rest.” (Matt. 11:38.)

BLESSING THE BEER BARONS 


HE LATEST group to be organ- 

ized by the Catholic Church is the 
liquor industry. Founded last October 
15, The Catholic Guild for the Li- 
censed Beverage Industry was launched 
with the ecclesiastical blessing of Arch- 
bishop Cushing of Boston. “Every 
Catholic in the industry is urged to join 
the guild immediately,” says a booklet 
signed by the archbishop. The mem- 
bership fee is $2.00 a year. 


The object of the guild is listed as 
twofold: 1) the spiritual welfare of 
the members; and 2) to aid Catholic 
charities. Charity has been used before 
to cover a multitude of sins, and spir- 
itual in this context may justly be 
thought of as having other fruits than 
those of the Holy Spirit. 


The guild is to hold meetings every 
three months, with a communion 
breakfast and corporate mass each 
year. To the liquor barons, the bar- 
keepers, the tavern and night-club 
owners, the archbishop says: “I wel- 
come the opportunity of serving you, 
for I know that we can be mutually 
very helpful.” The arrangement should

NORTH DAKOTA WINS SCHOOL 
VICTORY 


NORTH DAKOTANS voted a lay 
last June 29 prohibiting nuns an} 
priests from teaching in public schoo 
dressed in their religious garb. Th 
measure prohibits the wearing of ay 
kind of religious garb in public schools, 
but mainly affects Catholic sisters and 
priests who were the only offender. 
The number of nun-teachers in No, 
Dakota increased from 44 in 1936, 
84 in 1948, in 19 public schools. At 
first it did not seem likely that thes 
Catholic sisters would be allowed by 
their Church authorities to appear ia 
public in lay dress, and that this new 
law would, therefore, virtually exclude 
nuns as teachers in the State’s public 
schools. But the two Catholic bishops 
of No. Dakota, Bishop Vincent } 
Ryan and Auxiliary Bishop Leo Dwor 
schak, publicly announced in theit 
cathedrals on Sunday, July 11, that the 
Catholic sisters “will continue to teach, 
attired in a manner which is in stri¢ 
compliance with the law.” 


The nuns were also accused in some 
places of teaching their religion dut 
ing school hours. Another objection 
was that the sisters taught too cheaply, 
since they accepted a lower salary than 
other teachers, and that their com 
bined salaries (a total of $78,000 4 
year) went, not to the individual nuns 
but to their Order, and were thus 4 
kind of subsidy out of the public treas 
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Bury to the Catholic Church. The ac- 
Bceptance by the nuns of lower sal- 


aries was regarded as an injustice to 


¥ other teachers, since it tended to bring 
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down the rate of salaries (to $900 a 
year ) paid to teachers as a whole. This 
aso made for unfair competition in 
the selection of teachers and tended to 
increase the number of nuns as teach- 
ets in the public schools. 


An attempt to push an anti-garb law 
through the legislature failed in 1947, 
and the measure was then placed on 
the June 29 election ballot this year 
under No. Dakota’s ‘initiative law,’ 
which permits the people to act as a 
legislature by direct vote. It was spon- 
sored by a group of Protestants, large- 
ly ministers, and its success proves that 
Protestants can get action in defense of 
their cherished principles of religious 
and other freedoms whenever they 
have the courage to assert their right 
to do so.

STRANGE MARRIAGE CASE 


PRIEST, Father Joseph J. Heron 
of St. Stephen’s Catholic Church 
in Philadelphia, who broke the law by 
performing a marriage without a mar- 
tiage license, has been exonerated by 
Judge Grover C. Ladner, according to 


the Washington Herald of last March 
14, 


The priest performed the marriage 
of Louis E. Brustlin and Josephine 
Winnai as Brustlin lay sick in bed in 
his home on April 10, 1945. A few 
hours before the marriage took place, 
Brustlin had signed a will leaving his 
tatire estate to Miss Winnai. He died 
four days later. His 90-year old mother 
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contested the will, but Judge Ladner 
dismissed her case and upheld the mar- 
riage as valid, although it was per- 
formed by a Catholic priest without a 
license. 


Such a ‘decision is a yielding to the 
claim of the Roman Catholic Church 
that the validity of marriage does not 
depend upon the civil law, but solely 
upon the Catholic canon law, and that 
a marriage is valid if performed only 
by an authorized priest without any 
say-so by the law of the State. Would 
the judge in this case have similarly 
upheld a Protestant minister if he had 
broken the law in this way?

Ftow Important Js Man? 


- By L. H. LEHMANN 


[This article tends to show not only how insignificant man fits scientifically into 
God’s plan of creation and salvation, but also how man’s insignificant worldys 
probably the only one in the universe that could be inhabited by intelligent 


human beings like him.] 


“But when the fulness of the time was come, God sent forth his Son, made of a woman, 
made under the law, to redeem them that were under the law, that we might receiy 


the adoption of sons. (Gal. 4:4,5.) 


WHEN GALILEO’S telescope 

proved the theory of the priest 
Copernicus that the sun did not re- 
volve around the earth, the entire the- 
ological world of that time became 
seriously alarmed. The Roman Inquisi- 
tion put Galileo in jail and declared 
that his teachings were heretical. ‘The 
Roman Church authorities acted thus 
because they feared that Galileo’s 
teaching contradicted their accepted 
theory that man’s earth was the hub 
of the universe and that man himself, 
as a consequence, was the center of all 
creation. 


Physical science at that time, having 
been crushed for more than a thousand 
years by the Church itself, was unable 
then to pursue its findings further, with 
the result that its persistence in holding 
to the simple fact of the Copernican 
system made it seem an enemy of re- 
ligion. For it reduced man and his 
world to a perspective in God’s uni- 
verse which was ridiculously out of 
place with regard to size and location. 
Man’s earth became a mere speck of 


dust in the vast reaches of other suns 
and galaxies of stars. Man himself on 
this speck of dust was reduced to a size 
so infinitesimally small as to make him 
appear of no worth whatever. 

This being so, of what importance 
is man? Of what importance is mans 
sinful state or the work of Christ ia 
saving man from sin? Could it be pos 
sible that God would take such heed 
of man and his lost condition that He 
would send His only-begotten son to 
save him by such a great salvation? 
Science has never dogmatized upon 
the point. The theologians, however, 
took it for granted that the physical 
facts discovered by science put man it 
a place of such insignificance that the 
could hardly accept these facts and still 
believe the plan of Christian soterig: 
ogy. 

MODERN SCIENCE TO THE RESCUE 

It is surprising, therefore, to find 
that modern science, free now to fol 
low up its findings, is able to show # 
that not only are man and his earth if 
portant, but its facts and figures prow 
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that man may be, after all, still the 
center of God's creation, and that his 
world, speck of dust though it is com- 
pared to the vastness of the entire uni- 
verse, is relatively the hub of it all. 








Nearly twenty years ago, while | 
was still a priest, I read an article in 
the Atlantic Monthly which has te- 
mained in my memory ever since. It 
was written by no less a ‘materialistic 
sientist than Julian Huxley, and was 
entitled “The Size of Living Things.” 
But the full significance of it only re- 
cently has struck me as having a bear- 
ing on Evangelical Christian teaching. 
This is no doubt due to the clearing 
vision of Christ as Saviour that has 
come to me as a converted priest. I had 
forgotten the details of the article in 
question but never forgot the date of 
the issue of the Atlantic Monthly in 
which it appeared. I was thus able to 
write to the offices of that magazine 
in Boston recently and give them the 
exact date of the issue I wanted. It was 
September, 1929, nineteen years ago! 
Reading the article anew from the 
petspective I now have of Christ as 
Saviour, I find that it meets my expec- 
lations in a way never before realized. 













































































This article by Julian Huxley, grand- 
son of a more famous—infamous, if 
you like—physical scientist, convinces 
me that, Copernicus and Galileo not- 
withstanding, individual man is of the 
highest importance in God's plan of 
creation and salvation. Furthermore, 
that humanity is actually at the center 
of the universe. 1 would go even fur- 
ther and say that it goes a long way to 
teveal to me not only the why, but also 
the how of the mystery of God's plan 
f the Incarnation. 
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Working along the lines of Ein- 
stein’s Theory of Relativity, Huxley 
examines the relative size of things, 
and comes up with the following as- 
tounding facts: 


1. that individual man, according 
to comparative size, is halfway be- 
tween atom and star; 


2. that humanity as a whole, from 
the same relative viewpoint, is half- 
way between electron and universe. 


Now, Huxley cannot be either ac- 
cused or praised for, making known 
these discoveries in order to boost 
God’s plan of creation and salvation. 
Nor does he make the slightest refer- 
ence to any such conclusions. He mere- 
ly gives scientific facts, figures and dia- 
grams. In fact, he admits that the first 
conclusion above, namely, that indi- 
vidual man stands halfway between 
atom and star, was previously an- 
nounced by Sir Arthur Stanley Edding- 
ton in his fascinating work, Stars and 
Atoms. After giving some marvellous 
details as to the comparative sizes of 
stars and atoms, Eddington says: 


“Nearly midway in the scale be- 
tween the atom and the star there 
is another structure no less marvel- 
lous — the human body. Man is 
slightly nearer to the atom than to 
the star. About 1027 atoms build 
his body; about 102° human bodies 
constitute enough material to build 
a star.”’ 


Huxley himself adds to this by end- 
ing his article as follows: 


“The individual man is all but half- 
way between atom and star; human- 
ity entire stands in the same position 
between electron and universe.”

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SOME MARVELLOUS DETAILS 


Some living things are so infinitely 
small, Huxley tells us, that it would 
take over three hundred, end to end, 
to reach from one side to the other of 
the period at the end of this sentence. 
On the other hand, a stagecoach can be 
driven through the bole of some of 
the large trees in California. It takes 
two harvest mice to weigh as much as 
a halfpenny. A whale, on the other 
hand, may exceed a hundred tons. If 
you could buy an ounce of fleas you 
would receive over 80,000 of them. 
The insulin-secreting cells of our pan- 
creas weigh about 10~*—or one-mil- 
lionth of a gram. The lower limits of 
the size of some bacteria are outside of 
microscopic vision, and can be detected 
only by the use of filter-passers. An 
atom is about one hundred-millionth 
of an inch in diameter. There are sev- 
eral million million million atoms in a 
drop of water. 


The interesting and significant fact 
is the position of man in the universe 
between the infinitely big and the in- 
finitely little. It has been only in the 
last few decades that this astimate 
could be correctly made. The size of 
big trees and whales was known, but 
not until quite recently did the exis- 
tence of filter-passing viruses reveal 
the lower limit of size. Only more re- 
cently still has it been possible to dis- 
cover the ultimate degree of smallness 
in lifeless things. This became possible 
with the discovery of the electron, 
which seems to be the indivisible unit 
of the stuff of which all things are 
made. Huxley assures us that scientists 
have now been able to state “at least a 
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minimum weight for the entire un 


verse.” 


CAN IT EXPLAIN THE INCARNATION} 
The necessity, or the why, of the Ip 
carnation—God’s stupendous plan for 
the salvation of mankind by uniti 
His nature with that of man’s in the 
Second Person of the Holy Trinity— 
can be fairly easily explained by reason 
and Scripture. The how of it has bee 
the mystery to man’s limited compre 
hension. Many have rejected it because 
it could not be explained by huma 
reason or scientific fact. I would not be 
so bold as to state categorically that 
scientific facts now known or still tp 
be discovered could ever fully explain 
the how of this great mystery of the 
Incarnation. Yet, combining the revel 
ation of Scripture with such scientific 
data revealed by Huxley in the artide 
above mentioned, I would say tha 
now, as never before, we can be fur 
ther confirmed in our faith and in holy 
awe of God’s plan for man’s salvation. 


No one can doubt a ‘scientific’ plan 
of God in both the creation of man 
and his universe, and in the redemp 
tion of man from his lost condition 
The great scientist Sir Arthur Edding 
ton above quoted was converted from 
an agnostic view in this regard to the 
admission of such a plan of God 
his own scientific findings. One would 
be irrational to deny this in face of the 
facts detailed, for instance, in this att 
cle of Huxley’s. Yet Huxley's dat 
show that, in this plan, man, by tht 
comparative size of living things, mess 
everything halfway, and that mankind 
entire likewise comes halfway betwee 
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the smallest and the largest non-living 
things. 


Now, things that meet halfway par- 
take of the whole, and by the addition 
of a catalyst a new set of conditions is 
qeated out of their meeting. The In- 
camation has well been pictured as 
heaven reaching down to earth and 
earth rising up to meet it halfway; or 
as God coming down to man’s level 
and raising man up to His level. “Every 
valley shall be exalted, and every 
mountain and hill shall be made low:’ 
(Isa. 40:4a) was the Prophet Isaiah’s 
way of picturing the fulfillment of the 
promise of a Saviour. In Galatians 4:4, 
Paul announces that the time for that 
meeting and levelling process has 
come to pass: “But when the fulness 
of the time* was come, God sent forth 
bis Son, made of a woman, made un- 
der the law, to redeem them that were 
under the law, that we might receive 
the adoption of sons.” 


By this meeting halfway between 
God and man, we have become par- 
takers of the very nature of God, actu- 
al sons of God. “Wherefore thou art 
no more a Servant,’ Paul continues, 
"but a son; and if a son, then an heir 
of God through Christ.” Christ was 
thus the catalytic element that fused 
man’s nature with God’s. The smallest 
living and lifeless things were united 
with the largest and the highest. 


*This “fulness [plenitude] of time” does not 
teler to Mary's time of gestation, as many are 
inclined to interpret it. Here the Greek word used 
Means universal time. When Christ refers to “the 
woman when she is in travail hath sorrow, be- 
cause ber hour is come’ (Jn. 16:21), the Greek 
word meaning hour is used. Again, when Luke 
speaks of Elizabeth's time being completed (Lé. 
157), he qualifies it by saying the “time of her 
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Since this was worked out according 
to plan from the beginning (“In the 
beginning was the Word ... and the 
Word became flesh,” ...“in the full- 
ness of time’), the material processes 
of development in size, weight, bulk, 
etc., of things would necessarily have a 
part to play in its realization. Why not 
therefore be so bold as to conclude 
that the virgin conception of Christ in 
Mary’s womb happened at that exact 
time when mankind as a whole, even 
as the agnostic scientist Huxley tells 
us, had reached the halfway mark be- 
tween the electron—the ultimate unit 
of the stuff of all creation—and the 
entire universe? Furthermore, may we 
not be even bold enough to imagine 
that this catalytic event took place at 
that moment because it was only at 
that one moment in God's plan, and at 
no other, that it could have taken 
place? Earth met heaven, man’s na- 
ture met God’s, at the exact moment 
when the smallest living and non-liv- 
ing elements in the universe were per- 
fectly balanced at the center with the 
mightiest of those elements in size— 
and when mankind was the dead cen- 
ter of it all! 


We can thus contemplate two won- 
ders: on the one hand, the scientific ex- 
actitude with which the plan of God 
worked, so as to bring man and his 
world to the center of creation; on the 
other, the stupendous fact that result- 
ed from that union, “when the fulness 
of time was come... that we might 
receive the adoption of sons,” God 
sent forth His son to be incarnated, 
‘made of a woman, made under the 
law” to accomplish the great act of 
man’s redemption and salvation! 
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CATHOLIC COMIC BOOK 
BANNED 


HE BANNING of The Nation 

magazine in New York schools, 
and protests against Life magazine for 
its historical article on the Protestant 
Reformation in its issue of June 20, 
favored the Catholic side. But a calam- 
itous howl of violent resentment arose 
when Detroit police authorities, last 
June 15, banned a Catholic comic book 
that has had a wide circulation all over 
the country. This monstrosity, entitled 
Is This Tomorrow? was cited by Po- 
lice Commissioner Harry S. Toy and 
Prosecutor McNally as “provoking 
race hatred. and containing pictures 
devoted in the main to scenes of vio- 
lence and crime,” according to the 
Detroit News of June 16. 


The Catholic priests of Detroit at 
once defied the police order and Father 
Paul Bussard, editor of The Catholic 
Digest, declared that the comic book 
would be reproduced as a supplement 
in the July issue of his magazine and 
sold on the newsstands despite the 
police ban. When Prosecutor McNally 
told Father Bussard that he would 
have no choice but to ask the arrest 
of those selling the magazine, Father 
Bussard defiantly replied: “Then 
you'll be arresting 20 or 30 pastors 
who will be selling it next week!” The 
priest also declared that he might also 
attempt to sell the original book. 


Detroit is the only city that has so 
far banned this Catholic comic book. 
Michigan’s Catholic War Veterans 
joined the other Catholic forces and 
protested to the police authorities 
against the ban. Though done in com- 
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ic-strip technique, the book is by m 
means comical. Its blood-thirsty, vio 
lent scenes picture the slaughter of 
priests and nuns when Communists 
take over the Congress, schools and 
churches. 


Father Bussard’s defiant threat was 
carried out and a digest of the banned 
“comics” appeared in the July issue of 
The Catholic Digest. No one was a 
rested. 


“COME UNTO ME...” 


HE LITTLE TOWN of Urucania 

in Brazil, has increased its populé 
tion from 200 to over 10,000 because 
of the influx of pilgrims hoping fora 
miracle cure from the blessing of a 
Catholic priest by the name of Father 
Antonio Pinto. All repeat the stoy 
that he can make the blind to see and 
the lame to walk, but no one seems 
to be able to offer personal proof of 
such stories. 


Hotel owners, bus companies and 
vendors of miraculous medals and pho 
tographs of the priest have been mak 
ing small fortunes. Inadequate sant 
tary conditions meanwhile are spread 
ing disease, and accidents along the 
narrow country roads have caused nt 
merous deaths—all the result of um 
verified claims of miraculous cures. 


The Latin American News Letterfot 
last May, quotes the Rev. Charles W. 
Clay, a Methodist missionary who 
made a study of the matter, and give 
his description of the service and blest 
ing given by the priest as follows: 


“It was a pitiful sight: thousands d 
suffering men, -women and childre, 
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blind, paralytic, deformed, tubercular, 
lepers, maniacs, each with his bottle of 
holy water and string of miraculous 
medals, but all apparently in the same 
state as before the blessing.” 
Meanwhile Christ, the true physi- 
dan and Saviour, holds out His arms 
and calls in vain to the multitude: 
"Come unto Me, all ye that labor and 
ge heavy laden, and I will give you 


a rest.” (Matt. 11:28.) 


CATHOLIC CHURCH 
CENSORSHIP 


HE LONG ARM of Roman Cath- 

olic Church censorship reached out 
last June and succeeded in having the 

azine The Nation banned from 
the public schools of New York City. 
The reason given by the Board of Su- 
petintendents, in which the Board of 
Education was forced to concur, was 
the publication in The Nation of a 
seties of nine factual articles by Mr. 
Paul Blanshard about the Roman Cath- 
dlic Church’s teachings on vital issues 
of American political and social life. 
The Board of Education of the New- 
uk (N.J.) public schools had already 
banned The Nation last January after 
the first three of Mr. Blanshard’s arti- 
des had appeared. 


The excuse given for the ban was 
that Blanshard’s articles were not fit 
teading for Roman Catholic children 
in the public schools. Included in the 
list of approved magazines, however, 
were the following: Glamour, Ameri- 
can Hairdresser, American Girl, Bar- 
ber's Journal, etc. 


In defense of the articles in The Na- 
tion, Miss Frieda Kirchway, the editor, 
pointed out .that Blanshard’s articles 
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did not criticize the religious teachings 
of the Roman Catholic Church, but 
dealt only with “attitudes and prac- 
tices of the Roman Catholic Church, 
concerning matters of the broadest 
public interest, such as medical ethics, 
marriage and divorce, birth control, 
education, Fascism, democracy, science 
and superstition.” She wisely warned, 
according to the N.Y. Herald Tribune 
of June 25: “When the day comes on 
which the attitude of any church on 
these matters ceases to be a fit subject 
for free discussion in America, then 
we shall know that liberty has depart- 
ed from this land and Fascism has ar- 
rived.” 

The importance of the subject mat- 
ter treated in Mr. Blanshard’s articles 
may be judged from one subject alone: 
the Catholic Church’s insistence that 
at childbirth surgeons must never do 
anything to harm the child in the 
womb even to save its mother life. 


‘This applies not only to difficult births, 


but also to ectopic gestations which 
hardly ever come to issue and are cer- 
tain to kill the mother if allowed to 
proceed. We have been surprised to 
learn recently from a reliable medical 
source that ectopic gestations occur as 
frequently as one in every 400 preg- 
nancies. If the Catholic Church had its 
way, surgeons would have. to allow a 
lot of women to die, even though the 
fetus in every instance would also fail 
of issue. 

After the Blanshard articles ap- 
peared in The Nation, Pope Pius XII 
was reported in a N.Y. Times’ dis- 
patch from Rome on May 21 as con- 
demning “surgical operations at child- 
birth to save the mother’s life at the 
expense of the child.” He further told 
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these surgeons, who were from 32 na- 
tions attending the International Sur- 
gical Congress in Rome, that “not even 
for supposedly scientific purposes can 
sterilization or other interventions of- 
fensive to the dignity and efficiency of 
the human creature be admitted.” 


Why should it be considered wrong 
to acquaint Roman Catholic children 
and others in public high schools of 
facts such as these? Blanshard’s atti- 
cles were strong, but factual and well 
documented, and covered a wide field 
of problems intimately connected with 
community life in America. Some of 
the subjects covered were: The Catho- 
lic Church and the Public Schools, The 
Catholic Church and Medicine, The 
Catholic Church and Democracy, Fas- 
cism, and others, all of which are even 
more fully treated in THE CONVERTED 
CATHOLIC MAGAZINE and pamphlets 
published by Agora Publishing Com- 
pany. 

Here again is the old problem of 
the Catholic Church in America. Every 
other institution in American life must 
be open to full discussion and criti- 
cism, but not the Catholic Church 
which, in newspaper parlance, is aptly 
called the untouchable ‘Sacred Cow.”

olic Action,” the,"sapreme and general 
aim” of which, according to an official 
Catholic textbook,’ is “to reconstitute 
the ‘Christian State’ in all its elements, 
and to do this by actuating Catholic 
principles in all sections of social life.” 
Although its primary end is religious, 
Civardi*® clearly states that “Catholic 
Action must tread all the paths that 
Providence opens to it. So it must de- 
velop also certain activities which, 
though in themselves they be not re- 
ligious or spiritual, still do lead up to 
a spiritual aim.” He further quotes 
from an official document of Catholic 
Action in Italy:* “The constitutive or- 
ganizations of Catholic Action are es- 
sentially religious in nature, yet devel- 
op, as the means that they use, cul- 
tural, educational, benevolent, propa- 
gandist and other sorts of works.” 


According to Father Francis N. 
Wendell®, all its activities, “must be

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along Papal lines ... as expressed par- 
ticularly in Papal documents.” Civardi 
further states on page 97: 


“The structure of Catholic Action 
can still better be compared with 
that of an army. In a mobilized army 
you observe various specialized sec- 
tions—artillery, engineers, infantry, 
etc.—each with its own command- 
ing officers. Over them all is the Su- 
preme Command which has the task 
of examining and fixing the general 
objectives, and of directing thereto 
the action of each section; and these 
have the duty of tending harmoni- 
ously towards them, by fulfilling the 
particular functions assigned to 
them, on the general scale.” 


CATHOLIC POWER IN AMERICA 

The Vatican’s hopes for unified con- 
trol of Europe, by a sort of new “Pope- 
and-Emperor’ revival of the Holy Ro- 
man Empire of the German Nation, 
collapsed with the stunning defeat of 
the Fascist ~powers, to which Popes 
Pius XI and Pius XII had allied the 
Church by solemn concordats. A hur- 
ried realignment of its policy thus be- 
came necessary. It became imperative 
that the Catholic forces should concen- 
trate upon ‘victorious America: 1) to 
obtain financial aid for Italy; 2) to se- 
cure American military might to stem 
or push back the Russian Communist 
flood; and—if this failed—3) to play 
between the two warring giants and 
await the outcome of the titanic strug- 
gle for the eventual mastery of the 
entire world by either Russia or Ameri- 
ca. 


It must be remembered that the Ro- 
man Catholic Church has never really 
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fallen in love with the American dem 
ocratic way of life. Nor is it anxious 
as many seem to think, to ally itself 
with or to support the principles upon 
which the American democratic way % 
founded. The Roman Catholic Church 
was the only religious institution that 
balked at any change in its status of 
teachings to conform to the fundamen. 
tal principles of the American Repub 
lic after the War of Independence. 
was then faced—as it is faced today— 
with the problem of digging its roots 
into a hostile soil. It did not then ae 
cept—nor has it since accepted—ip 
corporation as a church along demo 
cratic lines, as all other churches did 
including the established Church of 
England which then became the Prot 
estant Episcopal Church. The Roma 
Catholic Church rejected, as it still 
jects, the principle of separation of 
church and state, the right of the state 
to legislate for the validity of the ma 
riages of all Christians, and so forth 


Transplanted to the hostile soil of 
democratic America, the Roman Cath 
olic Church set itself to the task of ad 
justing itself as best it could to the hos 
tile Protestant cultural climate whic 
surrounded it on all sides. It @ 
trenched itself in the large cities whet 
its alliances with the big political me 
chines offered scope for corralling the 
votes of its immigrant people to serie 
the vested interests. It was not until 
after the first World War, and whet 
Fascism was already on the matt 
that any bold and determined effot 
was made to assert its bid for ultimate 
Catholic control of all American life 
Sensing the coming world changes, the 
decline of enthusiasm for the Amet- 
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can democratic way and the rise of 
Fascism and Nazism, Catholic spokes- 


3 men boldly declared that Protestantism 


was “at the end of its rope,” and that 
although America had a distinctly 
Protestant culture from the beginning 
of the Republic, the time had come to 
supplant it with Catholic culture. “This 


* Christian culture is a wave receding,” 


declared Jesuit Father Francis X. Tal- 
bot in 1930°, “and we Catholics are 
living in a most important day, with 
one culture vanishing, another gaining 
strength .. . Now is the time to or- 
ganize and strike hard to put the Cath- 
olic idea before all.” 


THE N.C.W.C. 


A National Catholic organization to 
accomplish this change-over in Ameri- 
ca from a distinctly Protestant culture 
to a completely Catholic culture was 
formed soon after the end of the first 
World War. It was ambiguously and 
misleadingly named the ‘National 
Catholic Welfare Council,” a varia- 
tion of the old National Catholic War 
Council which, during the war, came 
to be regarded as a semi-government 
organization. It was the brain-child of 
the Knights of Columbus and united, 
for the first time in American history, 
not only all lay Catholic organizations 
on a national scale, but also the bish- 
ops and archbishops of the entire 
American hierarchy. When peace came 
in 1918, the hierarchy took control, 
pushed the Knights of Columbus into 
the background and converted it into 
a permanent peace-time organization 
uniting all Catholic lay forces for con- 
cetted ‘‘Catholic Action.” Its objective,

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in the words of author Harold Fey is 
“the winning of the total body of 
American culture to Catholicism.” 


No longer a “War Council,” the 
organization was reincarnated and re- 
baptized by the change of “War” to 
the misleading title of “Welfare,” ob- 
viously chosen for no other reason 
than for its initial letter in order to 
retain its abbreviated name of 
N.C.W.C. and its associated status in 
government circles. From the set-up of 
its various departments it is evident 
that this post-war ‘Welfare Council” 
had little or nothing to do with either 
the temporal or spiritual welfare of 
American Catholics. Its chief aim was 
patently political and was stated to be 
“united action to fight for the rights 
of Catholics in Protestant America.” 


The name of “National Catholic 
Council” at first worried Catholic 
Church authorities in Rome. An Amer- 
ican Catholic Church “Council” 
smelled slightly of schism to the 
Pope’s nostrils. So he ordered that the 
word “Council” be changed to the 
more innocuous word “Conference.” 
Some bishops in America resented 
this, especially the late Archbishop 
Hanna of San Francisco who was one 
of the chief proponents of such an 
American National Catholic “Coun- 
cil.” This same Archbishop Hanna la- 
ter fell into the bad graces of his 
Church authorities and was recalled to 
Rome in 1924 where he died in exile 
during the war. Safely dead, his body 
was shipped back to San Francisco in 
August 1947, and given all the high 
honors that are accorded to Roman 
Catholic prelates after they are dead. 
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The original tetragrammaton of 
N.C.W.C. still remained even after 
Rome had purged its name of any sus- 
picion of schism, and made sure that 
the bugaboo of a possible schismatic 
American Catholic Church “Council” 
would not cause nightmares to the 
Jesuit High Command. The organiza- 
tional set-up of the N.C.W.C. was 
largely the work of James H. (later 
Archbishop) Ryan and Msgr. John A. 
Ryan, both professors at that time at 
the Catholic University in Washing- 
ton, D. C. It was divided into various 
departments, each headed by a bishop 
controlling and directing a vital insti- 
tution of American public life: a De- 
partment of Education; a Department 
of Press and Publicity; a Department 
of Laws and Legislation; a Depart- 
ment of Lay Organizations; a Depart- 
ment of Social Action, etc. 


As early as 1923, James H. Ryan 
published an exhaustive and revealing 
analysis of the structure and aims of 
the N.C.W.C. in the Dublin (Ireland) 
Jesuit magazine Studies. He defines 
the aim of the Department of Educa- 
tion, for example, as “a connecting 
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ganization of the Department of Laws 
and Legislation. Legislation affecting 
the home, marriage, women, the 
church, has been introduced into Con- 
gress and every state legislature. All 
these bills must be closely scrutinized. 
Amendments in the texts are suggest- 
ed. If these suggestions are not accept- 
ed, Catholics are warned of the im- 
pending menace to their rights and 
prepared to offset by united action the 
bad effects which would ensue if the 
proposed legislation were enacted into 
law.”” He calls the Department of Lay 
Organizations “one of the greatest con- 
cerns of the Bishops,” and describes it 
as “the establishment of an organiza- 
tion that would unify the Catholic lay 
forces of the country.” He concludes 


as follows: “We are now making, as Su

American government along Catholic 
lines. No longer content with forcing 
Catholic aims and ideals on U.S. legis- © 
lation, the N.C.W.C. has gone farther © 

afield and has openly revealed its in-— 

ternational character by invading the 
United Nations, ‘‘to insure,” as Arch- 
bishop James H. Ryan puts it, “inclu- 
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sion of sound [i.e. Catholic} philo- 
sophical approaches to world prob- 
lems.” Bishop Karl Alter, in the Cath- 
dlic Register of November 23, 1947, 
is reported as stressing the need of 
“Catholic international organization 
for representation in a consultative ca- 
pacity on various agencies of the U.N.” 


STRUCTURE OF N.C.W.C. 


According to an official pamphlet: 
N.C.W.C.—Expression of our Unified 
Faith, by Clarence J. McCabe, the facts 
@ncerning the nature and present 
gructure of N.C.W.C. are summar- 
zed as follows: ;

1. The National Catholic Welfare 
Conference was founded nearly twen- 
ty-six years ago as an outgrowth of the 
National Catholic War Council. 


2. It was founded by the Bishops of 
the United States. 


3. Since its founding the work of the 
Conference has received repeated Pa- 
pal commendations and has profound- 
ly influenced the life of the Church 
throughout the nation. 


4. Originally the N.C.W.C. consisted 
of six departments. 


5. Two new departments have since 
been added: a Department of Catholic 


OUR OWN TROJAN HORSE 
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Action Study, to catry on research in 
Catholic Action projects; and a Youth 
Department, established in 1940. 


6. There are at present seventeen Arch- 
bishops and Bishops on the Adminis- 
trative Board, which meets semi-annu- 
ally. (All the Catholic bishops of the 
United States meet in Washington an- 
nually in November.) 


7. There are several special Bishops’ 
committees, such as: The Committee 
on Motion Pictures, The Committee on 
Indecent Literature, The Committee 
on the Pope’s Peace Points, etc. 


8. The Press Department has devel- 
oped the N.C.W.C. News Service, 
which “provides approximately 50,000 
words a week of national and interna- 
tional news, a feature service compris- 
ing articles of interest to all members 
of the household, and a picture service 
illustrating the Catholic events of the 
world. It also syndicates special arti- 
cles by leading Catholic authors on 
subjects of timely interest. The News 
Service serves the Catholic Press in the 
United States and in thirty-two other 
countries of the world. The Press De- 
partment also sponsors a Spanish- 
language news service, Noticias Cato- 
licas, which counts some of the largest 
dailies in Central and South America 
among its subscribers.” 


9. The activities of the Social Action 
Department ate described as follows: 


“The Social Action Department is 
occupied with the dissemination of 
Christian principles in the fields of in- 
dustrial relations, international peace 
and family life. The Family Life Bu- 
reau, one of the activities of*the De- 
partment, conducts annual national 
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conferences on family life and makes 
available programs and research pr 
jects for the furtherance of Christiap 
family life. The Social Action Depart 
ment sponsors conferences on indus 
trial problems which bring together 
employers and workers in the discus. 
sion of common problems; schools of 
social action for the clergy, and le 
tures, articles, and radio addresses on 
Catholic social action.” 


MILITANT POLITICAL ACTION 


Catholic laymen’s groups, previous 
ly disguised as religious organizations, 
have now been converted by Catholic 
Action under the guidance of NC 
W.C. into “highly efficient politicd 
machines.” This was clearly set forth 
in a feature article by Richard L. Stokes 
in the St. Louis Post-Dispatch of last 
May 2. Under the heading, ‘““New Mil 
itant Policy,” he frankly stated: 


“Under Pope Pius XII, the Vatican 
for the first time has translated its 
theological blasts into aggressive, 
militant action.”

Senator 
Donnell insisted in his amendment ‘That 
n funds appropriated under this act shall 
hedisbursed in any state for the support, or 
benefit, of any sectarian or private school.”

Times last May 2nd. 


> PROTESTANTISM is “an ersatz Chris- 
tianity,” and “has a merely nuisance value 
in the world today,” U. S. District Attorney 
William J. Hammerell of Cincinnati vi- 
ciously declared in a public address which 
was reported at length in the Paducah, Ky., 
Sun-Democrat of last April 19. Identifying 
Protestantism with paganism, the speaker 
declared that only Roman Catholicism can 
lead the world to Christianity. “Does the 
American Catholic realize,” he asked, “that 
it is up to him to carry the full load of Chris- 
tianity in America, and through America, 
for the world?’ Hammerell’s vicious at- 
tacks against Protestants were ably answered 
later by the Paducah, Kentucky, District 
Methodist Association in the same paper. 


>» FATHER COUGHLIN is reported as 
planning to retire. According to the Den- 
ver ‘Post’ of last May 13, he is looking 
for a home “with a good view of the 
mountains,”’ which could be purchased 
for any amount up to $30,000. 


> THE METHODIST CHURCH raised 
and distributed more than $27,000,000 
for post-war relief and reconstruction, ac- 
cording to the N. Y. ‘Herald Tribune’ of 
last May 6. Besides this, it has raised 
nearly 24,000,000 for ‘“‘routine” mission- 
ary and educational activities. 
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&» A DAMAGE SUIT for $300,000 has 
been filed by Matt Davis of St. Louis, Mo., 
against the producers of the movie ‘‘Fight- 
ing Father Dunne.” Davis, a former in- 
mate of Father Dunne’s Home for way- 
ward boys, is depicted in the film as a 
juvenile delinquent who runs away from 
home and becomes a robber and a mur- 
derer. He charges that he has been sub- 
jected to ridicule and contempt, and that 
“at no time have I ever been guilty of 
the crimes attributed to Matt Davis in the 
film.”’ 


» CATHOLIC OBJECTIONS to the re- 
cently-enacted DP bill because it dis- 
criminates in favor of the “predominat- 
_ ingly Protestant Baltic countries’’ can be 
met by the admission of the Jesuit maga- 
zine ‘America’ that the Catholic percent- 
ages of Eastern Poland, Lithuania and 
Latvia are respectively 80 per cent, 86 
per cent and 24 per cent. The Catholic 
population of Estonia is, however, slight. 


>» KING ABDULLAH of Trans-Jordan 
was hailed on his visit to Jerusalem last May 
27 as ‘King of Jerusalem.’ Greeted enthusi- 
astically by Orthodox and Roman Catholic 
priests, he entered the Holy Sepulchre and 
“bowed his head at the place where it is 
said Christ was buried. From there the king 
mounted the worn steps to the summit of 
Calvary, scene of the Crucifixion,” reports 
the N.Y. Times of last May 28. Returning 
to his car, “black-bearded monks bade him 
Godspeed.” 


»BOSTON’S ‘Committee on School Lands 
and Public Buildings’ recently sold the 
old Lawrence Public School and 14,343 
feet of land at ‘B’ and Third Streets to 
Archbishop Cushing for only $200 for use 
as a Catholic parochial school. The deal 
was made with the approval of Boston’s 
Catholic Mayor James Curley.

oe XAMINE yourselves, whether 

ye be in the faith, prove your 
own selves,” watned St. Paul. This 
world, which rejects its Saviour is 
wildly speeding to the climax of man’s 
folly, with its culmination of relig- 
ious deceptions and unparalleled delu- 


Bj sions. Vigorous soul-searching in the 


light of Scripture must be maintained 
or we shall be carried along in the 
lukewarm current of moral lethargy 
and spiritual indolence of the times. 
Judgment begins in the sanctuary, 
where our worship exposes our spir- 
itual state. The divine rule for accep- 
table worship has been given to us: 
It must be in spirit and in truth— 
the flesh, no matter how religious, 
cannot please God. 

Spiritual worship is never fascinat- 
ing nor the truth of God attractive to 
the natural man, for true devotion de- 
mands abandonment of self. In the 
realm of the spirit death precedes life, 
and man must be viewed as dead be- 
fore God in order to become alive in 
Christ. No child of Adam can behold 
God and live. Dead is he before the 
cross of Christ, and only in judging 
himself dead in trespasses and sins 
and then receiving Christ as his life 
can he, as a new creature, live before 
God. It is one thing to take part in 
a magnificent ritual “concerning the 
death of Christ, but quite another to 
become identified with Him in death 
and in life. 


Only a right relationship with God 


will produce true worship, but this 
has nothing to do with satisfying or 
indulging religious flesh. This right 
relationship, which is brought about 
by the operation of the Spirit of God 
in the soul that has been born from 
above, will place before the worship- 
per the glory of God and not the 
glory of man. Isaiah found himself as 
a leper before the Lord of Hosts; 
Daniel viewed all his own comeliness 
turned to corruption in the presence 
of God; “I was as a beast before 
Thee,’ cried the Psalmist; and ‘I ab- 
hor myself” was the conclusion of Job 
to Jehovah. From this self-abasement 
proceeds self-abandonment, and the 
true worshipper sees the Lord only 
exalted and glorified. Christ is the 
Divine Object placed before the soul, 
not sin and self; and “we all with 
open face beholding as in a glass the 
glory of the Lord are changed into 
the same image from glory to glory, 
even as by the Spirit of the Lord.” 
Then can the released soul with holy 
boldness truly say, “in Thy presence 
is fulness of joy.” 

Christ exalted in the believer needs 
no plea for supplements in worship. 
All other attractions vanish and no al- 
lurement has power. 


But the natural man rebels against 
this exposure of mind and heart be- 
fore God and the provision of plente- 
ous grace in Christ to meet his every 
need. In his pride he would clothe 
himself with his own withered leaves 
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of self-righteousness and self-sufficien- 
cy; in his great presumption attempt 
to build his way to heaven, and, as 
Cain, wilfully present to God the 
fruits of a cursed creation. He refuses 
“the waters of Shiloah that go softly” 
(Isaiah 8:6), the poured-out mercy 
of God, and continues to “rejoice in 
Rezin and Melaiah’s son,” the great 
ones of the earth. Resisting infinite 
grace and divine love, he would ever 
cast the thought of the true God from 
his knowledge and devise his own 
altars. 


But still the Father seeks true wor- 
shippers — with love excelling He 
seeks—and He shall find, for His 
delight is in the sons of men and: for 
His pleasure they were created. He 
Who could cause the very stones to 
cry out in adoration shall be satisfied 
in love. Christ is the One pre-eminent 
in love—and love necessitates an ob- 
ject. Wondrously true, to the praise of 
His glory, He has made us essential 
to His joy! Perfect communion is a 
mutuality—"I am my Beloved’s and 
my Beloved is mine.” True worship is 
like a fountain actuated by the love of 
God which ascends to its Source. 


Therefore, ‘‘prove your own selves” 
—and the question ‘is not only do we 
know the Lord, but does He know us; 
not only have we found God, but has 
He found us! Are we boasting in re- 
ligious flesh, or are we in “faith which 
worketh by love” seeking to conform 
to His desires, to contribute to His 
pleasures, to delight His heart? Are 
we worshipping Him in spirit and in 
truth? “The Father seeketh such to 
worship Him.” i

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THE TRAGEDY OF GERM 
PROTESTANTISM 


HE EXPULSION of 12,000,0 

Germans east of the Oder Rive 
and south of the Sudeten Mountains 
in accord with the Yalta Agreement 
has meant the destruction of more tha 
10 per cent of German Protestantism, 
More than 4,000 congregations have 
lost their churches, parish houses, hos 
pitals, deaconesses homes, orphanages, 
schools, seminaries, old people's home 
and institutions for the care of the 
needy, along with their individu 
homes, household equipment, mong 
and investments. 


The gainers were the Roman Catho 
lic Church and the government of the 
expelling power, since most of the 
churches and charitable institution 
thus relinquished were turned over to 
the Roman Catholics, and the remait- 
der confiscated by the political “- 
izations of the State. 


These millions of ousted Gem 
Protestants now live in refugee camps 
with their pastors in other parts of 
Germany. They are short even of 
Bibles for Sunday schools, and the 
difficulty of their pastors to continue 
to evangelize them can well be imag 
ined. 


An “Emergency Committee for Ge 
man Protestantism” has been formed 
in this country, and so far 1200 Ger 
man pastors and church workers have 
been “adopted” by pastors and congit 
gations here who contribute money t0 
send weekly and monthly food pared 
to help them carry on their ministf. 
It is hoped to increase this number to 
5,000 pastors. Secretary of this Com 
mittee is Rev. Frederick Forell, 32 
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Central Park West, New York 25, 
NY., and its Treasurer is Mr. Thomas 
— Whitman, Woolworth Bldg., New 
York, N.Y., to whom all checks should 
be made payable.

NEW MEXICO SCHOOL CASE 
oa FIGHT to save the public 

schools from Roman Catholic con- 
trol in Dixon, N. M.., still goes on. The 
Catholic forces, aided by 17 lawyers 
and funds of the Knights of Colum- 
bus, tried to have the case dismissed 
on June 15 and 16. Judge E. T. Hens- 
ley, Jr., declined to dismiss the suit, 
but agreed to strike out some para- 
graphs in the complaint. This, it is re- 
ported, in no way affects the substance 
of the charges but rather strengthens 
the case, according to the opinion of 
the attorney for the ‘Free Schools 
Committee” which is fighting this case 
in defense of the public schools against 
great odds. 


The Catholic side was allowed ten 
days to file answers to questions, after 
which the judge was to fix the date for 
the final trial, which is likely to take 
place toward the end of August. It is 
estimated that this trial will take twen- 
ty days or more to allow Judge Bigbee, 
for the “Free Schools Committee,” to 
present all the evidence against the 
Catholic side. (See CCM., April, 1948, 
p. 116, for some of the facts in this 
case. ) 


One victory has already been won 
by this Protestant protest. The elemen- 
tary public school, from the first to the 
sixth grades, has been separated from 
Catholic control with more than 250 
children enrolled. The tax-supported 
public High School still remains under 
the control of the nuns and priests, but 
with only 60 pupils. Although cruci- 
fixes, statues and other Catholic insig- 
nia have been removed, many Catholic 
practices remain, such as the recital of
